WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 — Paul 
Porter asserted today that “ the 
American people are entitled to 
know' and know' now” whether 
Congress intends to act against 
inflation.

The witness row’ a s pe c i a l 
presidential assistant, told t h e 
Senate banking committee these 
commodities should be subject­ 
ed to price ceilings: 
Meat, butter, milk, dairy pro­ 


ducts, steel, non-ferrous metals, 
building materials, and 
s o m e 
clothing articles. 
He did no t feel that grain 
sho uld be co ntro lled beca use o f 
the pro mising supply . It may 
be necessa ry , he said, to co n­ 
tro l “ so me co nsumer durable 
go o ds.” 
Porter declaied: 
“ The Amt lean people are en­ 
v i e d to know and k n ow ' n o w 
whether this Congress proposes 
a course of action or whether it 
intends to abandon all hope that 
any of the solutions offered to 
check the mounting 
s p i r a l of 
prices and wages will be under­ 


taken.”

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AN AMERICAN TRIAL 
“ T H EY 'LL have an American t r i a I,’* 
said Federal Judge Vincent Leibell in New 
York when six Communists w ere arraigned 
before him on charges of advocating the 
overthrow of the government. The six were 
half of a group indicted by a federal grand 
jury. 
We don't know how’ much it m eans to the 
accused Communists to be assured of an 
American trial, but it m eans a great deal 
to the rest of us. That very privilege of a 
fair and honest trial is one of the rights 
which would be lost if the United States 
should ever succumb to any such political 
doctrine as that which Communists have 
put into practice in Europe. 
It is important that these accused men 
have an American trial, not that they will 
appreciate it if they are really confirmed 
Communists but that the American trial be 
preserved as a complete reality. It and the 
other institutions of freedom can be held 
only by intelligent use. 
We know that a suspected plotter against 
the government in some other countr i e s 
gets swift and su m m a ry “ justice,” but it 
shall not be so here. So long as an accused 
enemy of the people is assured of genuine 
justice, we know* that, w hatever m ay be 
our dangers from such enemies, we shall 
not ourselves destroy freedom.
